Mr. Michael pointed out that light

The survey revealed, how- 
ever, that the weed screen in the 
shoe of most mills was entirely inad- 
equate, the usual width of this screen 
being only 12 to 15 inches, and in 
some cases the screen was either 
plugged up or covered with a board. 
As there is plenty of rdom in the 
shoe of all sills for a screen at least 
four feet wide, Mr. Michael recom- 
mends that a screen from three to 
four feet wide be made standard 
equipment in all new mills and that 
this screen be equipped with travel- 
ling brushes to keep 1 clean. 

A second weed screen in the deck 
just behind the cylinder was also re- 
commended.

POLICE COURT 
REX VS. ALGER 


The following is the judgment of 
Police Magistrate Mikel, which was 
delivered immediately before he com- 
mitted Dr. H. H. Alger, of Stirling, 
to stand his trial on the Sittings of 
the Supreme Court on March ist, 
next; 

HIS WORSHIP: “I have gone over 
the evidence since adjournment and 
do not see any reason to change my 
mind as expressed on that occasion. 
I readily concede that in view of the 
testimony it might be said that the 
case is a Weak one but I think in the 
interests of the general public a case 
of this kind might better be thorough- 
ly gone into anu investigated and 4 
trial court is the only place in which 
that can properly be done. It will 
then afford the accused an ample op- 
portunity to present his defence and, 
if he has evidence upon which he can 
rely to clear himself, he will have 
that opportunity. He will have the 
advantage of being relieved from sus- 
picion and it will also show that the 
authorities have been vigilant in fol- 
lowing up any evidence that would 
indicate the commission of a crime 
‘in the community. I think it will 
satisfy the ends of justice better to 
commit the accused to stand his trial

The soft sheil 
walnut grows to be a very large tree, 
'g of the deep, tap-rvoted type, hence 
he soil must be deep enough and rich 
nough to support a bigtree. A good 
surface soil of. clay loam or sandy 
foam that is underlain by a deep, 
yorous, sandr :b-se'' ‘1 which the 
water table is below fifteen feet, a 
soll that is rich. cocl and moist, but 
not wet, will produce the.finest speci- 
mens of walvut trees. However, the 
range of soil types on which the wal- 
nut tre> rrow ie quite large, since 
this tree ts to be found growing on 
sandy, gravelly and clay loams, and 
succeeding in proportion as these soll 
types furnish depth for root room,
